HE  great  Benefits  the  Dife 
eafed  Poor  have  received  from 
the  Infirmaries,  which  have 
been  of  late  Years  eftablifhed 
within  this  Kingdom,  fuffici- 
ently  fhew  how  very  ufeful  they  are. 

Th  is  Kind  of  Charity  has  many  fpecial 
Advantages.  In  common  Cafes  the  Poor 
may  be  provided  with  Neceflaries  by  the 

A  Parifhes 
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Pariflies  to  which  they  belong:  But  in  cafe 
of  XUnefs,  a  convenient  Lodging,  Nurfes, 
Diet,  and  feveral  other  Things  are  abfo- 
lutely  neceflary,  and  yet  fearce  ever  to  be 
had  ;  for  want  of  which  the  Poor,  even 
though  they  fhould  be  attended  by  proper 
and  skilful  Perfons,  would  in  a  great  many 
Cafes  find  the  Endeavours  of  the  bell  Phy- 
ficians  or  Surgeons  fruitlefs. 

But  befides  thole  who  are  intitled  to 
Parochial  Relief,  thefe  Hbfpitals  are  intend¬ 
ed  for  the  Reception  of  many  others,  who, 
tho’  not  reduced  to  take  the  Alms  of  the 
Parifh,  may  neverthelefs  become  great  Ob¬ 
jects  of  Charity,  after  having,  by  Dint  of 
Induftry,  and  hard  Labour,  fupported  their 
Families,  by  accidental  Hurts  or  Sicfc- 
nels  becoming  a  Burthen  to  thofe  whom 
they  formerly  maintained,  and  rendring  a 
whole  Family  miferable. 

Theie  great  Evils  cannot  other  wife  be 
cured  than  by  eftablilhing  Publick  Hofpi- 
tals  for  the  Sick  and  Lame  Poor,  in  which 
the  Care,  Neatnefs,  Lodging,  and  Regula¬ 
rity  of  Diet,  will  in  all  Cafes  much  facili¬ 
tate  the  Recovery  ;  and,  in  the  Cure  of 
feme  Diftempers,  are  more  effe&ual  than 
Phyfick  itfelfi

Thefe  and  feveral  other  Reafons,  which 
it  would  be  needlefs  to  urge  in  Behalf  of  a 
Charity,  the  Ufefulnefs  of  which  is  fo  ap¬ 
parent,  together  with  the  Eftablifiiment  of 
an  Infirmary  at  Winchefter,  occafioned  a 
Talk  of  erefting  one  at  Torky  for  the  Ufe 
of  this  County.  Every  one  was  convinced 
of  the  Benefit  which  would  arife  from  it, 
and  the  Lady  Elizabeth  Raftings ,  well 
known  for  her  Goodnefs  to  the  Poor,  was 
pleafed  to  declare,  that  if  fuch  a  Charity 
was  let  on  Foot,  file  would  contribute  One 
Thoufand  Pounds :  But  nothing  being  done 
for  a  long  Time  after,  though  the  Talk 
ftill  continued,  occafioned  the  laid  Ladv, 
when  file  made  her  Will,  to  leave  only 
Five  Hundred  Pounds  ;  and  that  on  Condi¬ 
tion  that  fuch  a  Charity  fiiould  be  fet  on 
Foot  in  a  Time  therein  limited. 

The  Lofs  of  Five  Hundred  Pounds,  and 
the  Danger  of  lofing  Five  Hundred  Pounds 
more,  occafioned  foveral  well  difpofed  Per- 
fcns  to  meet  and  open  a  Subfcription ; 
which  fucceeded  fo  well,  that  a  Houfe  was 
agreed  to  be  hired,  and  furnifiied,  for  the 
Reception  of  as  many  of  the  difeafed  Poor 
as  it  could  conveniently  contain.  This 
was  accordingly  done,  and  Servants  were 
hired,  feveral  Patients  were  admitted  into 
the  Houle,  and  feveral  others  who  could 

A  a  not 
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not  be  admitted,  were  relieved  by  the  Ad¬ 
vice  and  Medicines  which  they  received 
from  thence. 

The  Numbers  that  were  cured,  and  the 
good  Ulage  with  which  they  had  been 
treated,  foon  gave  the  Infirmary  a  Reputa¬ 
tion,  and  the  Number  of  Subfcribers  and 
Benefa&ors  accordingly  increafed. 

The  Legacy  of  Five  Hundred  Pounds 
left  by  Lady  Elizabeth  Haftings  being  re¬ 
ceived,  and  feveral  other  confiderable  Bene¬ 
factions  fent  in  *  it  was  thought  neceflary 
to  purchafe  a  Piece  of  Ground  in  feme  con¬ 
venient  Place,  in,  or  near  the  City  of 
Tork ,  in  Order  to  ereCt  a  new  Infirmary, 
which,  being  built  by  a  Plan  contrived  for 
that  very  Purpofe,  in  which  all  the  Offices 
would  be  difpofed  in  the  belt  Manner, 
might  be  much  more  convenient  than  any 
Houle  that  could  be  hired.  ; 

A  Piece  of  Ground  near  Monk- Bar  was 
accordingly  bought,  and  a  general  Meeting 
of  all  the  Subfcribers  was  appointed,  to  con- 
fider  in  what  Manner,  and  to  whom  the 
Land  fhould  be  conveyed  ;  when  it  was  a- 
greed,  that  the  Eftate  fhould  be  vefted  in 
Thirteen  of  the  Subfcribers  *  who  were 
then  named  and  appointed,  viz .

In  Truft  for  a  Publicfc  Infirmary  for  the 
County  of  Tork  :  Subject  to  the  Regula¬ 
tions  which  fhould  be  made,  for  the  Go¬ 
vernment  thereof,  by  a  Court  of  Governors, 
with  the  Confent  of  a  Majority  of  the 
Truftees.  As  likewife,  that  the  Number 
of  Truftees  fhould  be  always  kept  com- 
pleat,  by  electing  new  ones  from  amongft 
the  Subfcribers,  in  the  Room  of  fuch  as 
fhould  die,  or  refign  their  Truft. 

This  Conveyance  being  figned,  a  Com¬ 
mittee  was  appointed  to  confider  of  a  Body 
of  Rules  for  the  future  Government  of  the 
Infirmary,  to  be  reported  on  a  certain  Day, 
to  which  the  Meeting  was  adjourned.  The 
Report  was  made,  and  the  following  Rules 
agreed  to. 


RULES 
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RULES  and  ORDERS 


Agreed  on  by  the 

Truftees  and  Governors 

OF  THE 

INFIRMARY  or  HOSPITAL 
for  the  County  of  York, 

At  their  General  Meetings  on  the  28  th 
Day  of  February ,  in  the  Year  of  our 
Lord  1742,  in  Purfuance  of  an  Inden¬ 
ture  of  Releafe,  Dated  the  ipth  Day  of 
the  fame  February . 

RULES  and  ORDERS  relating  to 
the  TRUSTEES, \  in  Furfuance  oj  the 
Indenture  above-mentioned. 


THAT  the  Truftees  mentioned  in 
the  above-named  Indenture  be  a 
feparate  Court,  (independent  on  the 
Governors  hereafter  mentioned)  whofe  Pow¬ 
ers  fhall  be  as  follows.

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IL 

No  lefs  than  five  Truftees  fliall  ad  as  a 
General  Court,  which  may  appoint  a  Com¬ 
mittee  of  three,  with  Powers  of  ading  till 
the  next  General  Court ;  whofe  Ads  during 
that  Time  fhall  be  valid,  provided  they 
contradid  not  the  fundamental  Rules  fol¬ 
lowing. 

III.

They  lhall  have  no  Vote  in  a  Court  of 
Governors,  nor  be  of  their  Committee ;  but 
in  all  other  Things  lhall  ad,  as  intitled,  by 
their  Subfcription.

They  lhall  have  a  Negative  in  chufing 
the  Treafurer,  Phyficians,  Surgeons,  Apo¬ 
thecary,  and  Steward,  and  likewife  in 
changing  them  :  All  which  lhall  be  chofen, 
or  removed,  by  a  General  Quarterly  Court; 
never  by  a  Committee  of  either  one,  or  both 
Courts. 

~  V. 

All  Eledions,  or  Removals,  of  this  Kind 
lhall  be  determined  by  balloting  ♦  and  in 
Cafe  the  Numbers  on  both  Sides  be  equal, 
the  Truftee  firft  named  in  the  Indenture, 
who  is  there  prefent,  lhall  have  a  Calling 
Vote.

A  Week’s  Notice  lhall  be  given  them  by 
the  Governors  of  their  General  Court :  Be- 
fides  which,  the  Truftees  may  meet  by 
their  own  Appointment ;  and  if  they  fee 
Occalion,  appoint  a  Committee.

They  may  proceed  in  what  Manner  they 
pleafe  in  their  own  Body,  except  in  elect¬ 
ing  or  difplacing  of  Officers,  which  mu  ft  al¬ 
ways  be  done  in  the  Manner  above-men¬ 
tioned.

They,  or  a  Committee  appointed  by 
them,  muft  be  prefent  at  the  General  Au¬ 
dit,  which  lhall  be  once  in  a  Year  ;  name¬ 
ly,  on  the  fecond  Tuesday  in  May  :  The 
Quarterly  Courts  to  be  on  the  fame  Day  of 
Augufij  November ,  and  February ,  refpec- 

tively  at  three  o’Clock  in  the  Afternoon.

If  in  ftating  the  Accounts  of  the  prece¬ 
ding  Year,  it  appears  that  the  Current  Ex- 
pences  have  exceeded  the  Annual  Income 
of  the  Hofpital,  the  Truftees  lhall  have  a 
Power  of  ftriking  off,  or  leflening  fuch  Ar¬ 
ticles  as  they  think  leaft  neceffary,  fo  as  to 
reduce  the  Expences  to  agree  with  the  In¬ 
come  of  the  preceding  Year.

Upon  the  Demife  or  Refignation  of  any 
Truftee,  a  Week’s  Notice  fhall  be  given 
(by  the  Governors)  to  the  reft,  who  at  a 
Court  appointed  by  themfelves  for  that 
Purpofe,  fhall  chufe  a  new  One,  within  the 
Space  of  three  Months  ;  which  new  One 
fhall  be  chofen  out  of  fuch  as  are,  and  were 
Governors  before  the  Demife,  or  Refigna¬ 
tion  above-mentioned  ;  who  fhall  have  the 
fame  Power  as  thofe  mentioned  in  the  Deed 
of  Trufi

The  Concurrence  of  the  Truftees,  or  of 
their  Committee,  fhall  be  neceffary  in  con¬ 
tracting  with  Workmen,  or  any  others  con¬ 
cerned  in  furnifhing  Materials  for  building, 
repairing,  or  fitting  up  the  Hofpitak 

XII. 

If  on  the  Rledion  of  any  of  the  Princi¬ 
pal  Officers,  namely  the  Treafurer,  Phyfi- 
cians,  Surgeons,  Apothecary,  or  Steward, 
Difputes  fhall  arife  between  the  Court  of 
Truftees,  and  that  of  the  Governors,  fo  that 
the  Election  be  not  determined  at  either  of 
the  two  firft  General  Quarterly  Courts  next 
enfuing  *  then  it  fhall  be  in  the  Power  of 
the  remaining  Principal  Officers  above-men¬ 
tioned,  or  the  Majority  of  them,  at  a  Meet-

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ingheld  for  thatPurpofe,  of  which  a  Week’s 
Notice  lfia.il  be  given,  to  appoint  a  proper 
Perfon  to  fupply  fuch  Vacancy,  till  a  new

true  Intent  and  Meaning  of  the  Indenture, 
that  the  Progrefs  of  the  Hofpital  be  not 
interrupted. 


RULES  and  ORDERS  relating  to 
the  Governors,  in  Turfuance  of  the 
Indenture  above-mentioned.

TH  E  Governors  ihall  be  a  feperate 
Court  (diftind  from,  and  independent 
on,  the  Truftees)  which  ihall  confift  of  fuch 
Benefactors,  as  either  give  Twenty  Pounds 
to  the  Hofpital,  or  fuhfcribe  Two  Pounds 
per  Annum. 

II. 

As  many  of  thefe  as  will,  not  lefs  than 
Seven,  when  affembled,  form  a  Court ;  but 
no  Subscriber  Ihall  be  accounted  a  Member 
of  the  Court,  or  have  a  Vote,  till  his  Sub- 
icription  be  paid.

A  Week’s  Notice  ihall  be  given  of  eve¬

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ry  General  Court,  which  lhall  meet  four 
Times  every  Year,  at  the  Times  fpecified 
in  the  8th  Article  of  the  Orders,  relating 
to  the  Truftees.

The  Court  lhall  nominate  a  Chairman, 
and  appoint  its  own  Ways  of  Proceeding, 
except  in  eleding  or  difcharging  the  princi¬ 
pal  Olliers,  which  lhall  always  be  done  by 
Ballot,  as  mentioned  in  the  Articles  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  Tru  flees,  and  in  cafe  the  Votes 
are  equal,  the  Chairman  lhall  have  a  Calling 
Vote.

The  Court  fliall  have  the  Cognizance  and 
Diredion  of  all  Matters  relating  to  the  Re¬ 
ceipt  or  Disburlments  of  Money,  for  the 
current  Expences  of  the  Hofpital,  indepen¬ 
dent  of  the  Truftees,  except  in  the  Gale 
ipecified,  at  the  General  Audit  ;  but  to  all 
new  and  uncommon  Expences,  or  what  re¬ 
lates  to  building,  repairing,  or  fitting  up 
the  Hofpital,  the  Concurrence  of  the  Tru¬ 
ftees  alio  lhall  be  neceflary.

/T”|'  '\HAT  each  Phyfician  and  Surgeon  at-

That  each  Patient  fhall  belong  to  the 
Phyfician  or  Surgeon  reflectively,  in  whole 
Week  they  are  admitted.

That  no  Phyfician  or  Surgeon,  whether 
belonging  to  the  Hofpital  or  not,  prefume

That  their  Bufinefs  on  the  Days  of  Ad-

They  fhall  make  a  Report  of  the  Dif- 
charge  of  their  Patients  if  required.

That  each  Surgeon  or  Phyfician,  whole 
Affairs  or  Indifpofition  fhall  oblige  him  to 
be  abfent  from  the  Hofpital,  fhall  depute 
fome  other  to  officiate  for  him  during  his 
Abfence,  that  the  Patients  be  not  neglect¬ 
ed,  always  preferring  thofe  of  the  Hofpital 
to  others. 


VII. 

That  no  Surgeon  prefume  to  order  any 
internal  Medicines  except  in  Cafes  Chirurgi- 
cal,  nor  any  Phyfician  to  act  as  a  Surgeon  ; 
but  that  in  difficult  and  mixt  Cafes,  namely, 
where  the  Conftitution  of  the  Patient  and 
Nature  of  the  Humours,  are  to  be  confide- 
red,  the  Phyfician  fhall  be  confulted  ;  who 
fhall  give  his  Opinion  jointly  with  the  Sur¬ 
geon  ;  and  in  cafe  they  do  not  agree  in  Opi¬ 
nion  about  treating  the  Difeafe,  the  other 
Phyfician  and  Surgeon  fhall  alfo  be  confult¬ 
ed,  that  the  beft  Method  of  Cure  may  be 
taken  for  the  Patient.

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RU L ES  and  ORDERS  relating  to 
the  Apothecary. 

I. 

THE  Apothecary  fhall  keep  a  Book 
of  the  Names,  Ages,  Ad  million,  Pa- 
rilh,  Recommendation,  and  Difcharge  of 
the  Patients. 


II. 

He  lhall  keep  a  regular  Account  of  the 
Prefcriptions,  and  not  make  up  or  ad  mini- 
fter  any  Medicines  but  by  Directions  of  the 
Phyficians  or  Surgeons,  neither  lhall  he 
praCtife  for  himfeif. 

III. 


He  lhall  put  a  Ticket  oyer  every  Pati¬ 
ent's  Bed,  containing  their  Names,  Places 
they  came  from,  when  admitted  ,  and  Ipeci- 
fying  the  Phylician  or  Surgeon  to  whom 
they  belong. 

IV. 


He  lhall  keep  a  Check  Book  of  fuch 
Commodities  as  are  bought  in,  on  the  Shop 
Account.

He  fhall  not  be  abfent  from  the  Hofpital 
without  Leave  of  the  Phyficians  or  Surge- 
,  ons,  and  lhall  leave  Directions  with  the  Ma¬ 
tron  where  he  may  be  found,  during  fuch 
Abfence.
